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REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 are pending. Claims 14-22 are allowed. By this response, claims 1 and 23 
are amended. Reconsideration and allowance based on the above amendments and following 
remarks are respectfully requested. 

Applicant appreciates the indication of claims 14-22 as being allowed and claims 7-12 as 
containing allowable subject matter. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-4 under 34 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable in 
view of Sugino, et al (US 5,694,517) in view of Goodson, et al. (US 5,809,085) and claims 5-6, 
13 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sugino, Goodson and applicant's 
admitted prior art (Fig. 15). These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Applicant notes that the Office Action states that the feature of "setting a specific signal 
detection flag when said specific signal is detected" as recited in claim 14 provides the indicated 
allowable subject matter recited in claim 14. Applicant has amended independent claim 1 to 
include the feature of the signal detection flag when a specific signal is detected. Specifically, 
claim 1 has been amended to recite, inter alia, a discriminator for classifying the type of said 
input signal based on outputs of said first and second detectors and flagging the specific signal 
when detected. 

Therefore, based on the Office Action indication of the above feature as being allowable, 
applicant respectfully submits that claim 1 as amended is now allowable over the cited prior art, 
i.e., Sugino, Goodson and appUcant's admitted prior art. Dependent claims 2-13 and 23 are also 
allowable for the reasons above as well as for the additional features they recite. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of the appUcation is earnestly solicited. 
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Conclusion 

For at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-23 are distinguishable 
over the cited art. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are earnestly solicited.
